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Elba Jail Again Under Fire

Commission Votes To Use Property 
Tax Funds To Build New Jail 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, January 
12, at the courthouse in Elba, and on a 
split yote agreed to use the ‘additional 
funds which will be coliected under the 
new property tax appraisal program to 
build a new county jail in Enterprise. 


Rumors circulating last week hinted 
the Commission would pass a 1-cent 
Sales tax to finance the jail construction; 
and the superintendents of all three 
school systems in the county were at 
Monday’s meeting to voice opposition 
to the highly controversial sales tax 
proposal. The trio refused to state the 
meaning of their presence at the 
meeting when recognized by Probate 
Judge James L, Sawyer, but everyone 
present knew of their opposition to the 
Sales tax, 


“T think I know why the superinten- 
dents are here,’’ said Commissioner 
Don Smith, ‘and I would like to go 
ahead and say what I have to say. The 
tax assessor told me the new property 
appraisal would add $500,000 a year in 
tax revenue, and I move that this money 
be used to comply with Judge Gamble’s 
ruling to build a new jail in Enterprise. | 
think we should use as much of the 
additional funds as needed.”’ 


Commissioner Rex Boutwell dis- 
agreed and stated, ‘‘According to state 
figures we're only 40% behind in 
collecting. We now get only $500,000, 
and I don’t think there is any way the 
new appraisal will bring in that much. 
This appraisal will raise property tax 
rates 40-50%, and we have the 
authority to lower the proposed in- 
crease: -I-would have to vote against 
your pian."’ ; 


Commissioner Bennie Beckham sec- 
onded the motion, and the vote went 3- 
yes and 3 - no, Voting yes were Smith, 
Beckham and Reeves, while opposed 
were Boutwell, Grant and Hornsby. In 
the case of a tie, the Probate Judge 
votes, and Sawyer voted in favor of the 
motion.

County Attorney Braxton Rowe 
stated since the new motion adopted a 
method of financing the jail, Judge 
Gamble should be pleased with a 
showing of progress. Rowe added he 
would inform Gamble of the motion 
“‘very soon,”’ 


While some action was taken on the 
new jail to-be built in Enterprise, it 
became clear that some additional work 
must be done to the existing jail in Elba. 
A jail report released Monday declared 
the county jail ‘is a fire and safety 
hazard....."" and ‘the jail has outlived 
its usefulness.”’ 


The report, issued after a recent 
inspection by state officials, “stated, 
“The jail is a fire and safety hazard. The 
inside stairwell is steep and narrow, and 
there is a need for additional jailers and 
matrons. The kitchen is in fair 
condition, but the standards of sanita- 
tion still are not adequate. The screens 
in the kitchen are in poor condition. The 
general condition of the plumbing is 
poor. Ventilation is not adequate, 
lighting is not adequate. Inmates are 
not required to bathe. The yard is in 
poor condition. A number of smoke/fire 
detectors are installed, but do not work. 
The cell bars are in need of repainting 
and are dirty, The sheriff and his staff 
are working continuously to improve the 
jail, but the jail has outlived its 
usefulness and would better serve the 
county by being closed and a new 
facility opened."’ 


The report was examined briefly by 
all the commissioners, but no discussion 
took place, and the report was filed. 


A bill for $94 was presented to the 
Commission for a legal notice placed by 
the Pensions & Security Department, 
and an enclosed letter requested the 
Commission seek an attorney general’s 
ruling on whether the county is required 
to pay the bill (as earlier requested). 
The county attorney (in a letter) stated 
the bill is not the county's responsibility 
and should not be paid by the 
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Public Meeting Held 


Connector Road 


A public hearing on the proposed 
connector road from the Brundidge 
Highway to the Kinston Highway via 
the Troy Highway, Taylor Mill Road and 
Opp Highway, was held last Thursday 
evening at the Elba Elementary School. 
There were 79 local citizens present 
plus a number of employees of the State 
Highway Department. 


Those present were shown maps of 
the proposed road, charts showing the 
need and beuefits, and were asked to 
express their opinions during the formal 
part of the meeting and during informal 
discussions with individual employees 
of the department. 


Mr. James Kelley, Division En- 
gineer, and Mr. Leonis Stinson, District 
Engineer, were both present at the 
meeting that was conducted by Elba’s 
Dykes Rushing, who is in charge of this 
phase of the project. 


Rushing told the group some of the 
details of the project and turned it over 
to Mr. Bobby Ezell who discussed the 
procedure for getting the right-of-way, 
the various programs for paying for 


property and cost of moving. He said 
the proposed project would affect 15 
families and 3 businesses. The project 
will be funded with 75% federal funds 
and the state will furnish the remaining 
3%. 


Bill Oggs spoke out in opposition to 
the project and asked Rushing why the 
state proposed to build the road. 


Rushing told Oggs they had project- 
ed the need as traffic increased; that if 
you now go from point A to point B in 
Elba, you must go to within one block of 
the square. Rushing said the connector 
road would make it more convenient to 
pass through Elba, and it would make 
getting from point A to point B much 
easier. He also pointed out the 
projected traffic flow for the next 20 
years. 


Roland Powell spoke in favor of the 
project; Dr. Jim Boyce questioned the 
safety to children; Dr. Phillip Hamm 
asked about traffic lights, and Douglas 
Gibbs expressed concern on getting 
utilities to his property after the road 


Commission, but by Pensions & Secur 
ity. The Commission agreed to send the 
bill back to the Department of Pensions 
and Security, along with the letter from 
the county attorney. 


The State Revenue Department sent 
a proposal to the county to do computer 
printing of tax receipts for an initial 
charge of $600 to program the com- 
puter, and a charge of 2 cents per 
receipt afterwards. The Revenue 
Department currently prints tag regis- 
tration receipts for several counties and 
bills the counties monthly for the 
service. In the future, the county would 
only have to pay for the paper used in 
the print-outs. The Commission was in 
favor of accepting the state's offer, but 
later discovered it was under contract 
with a private firm to do the work 
through 1982. 


County Engineer Bill McClain was 
present at the bi-monthly meeting and 
reported the state had adopted guide- 
lines on how the recent 4-cent gas tax 
revenue could be used. The State 
Highway Department stated the money 
could only be used for resurfacing of 
roads and repairs on bridges - it could 
not be used to pay for new paving 
projects. The State also instructed all 
counties to draw up plans for resurfac- 
ing projects. McClain passed out 
booklets compiled after a recent in- 
spection of all the roads in Coffee 
County, and the booklet included a 
grade on the condition of all the roads. 
He asked the Commission to accept the 
report as a means of identifying project 
numbers, and the Commission 
approved the request. 


Monday was the final regular 
meeting for the outgoing commission- 
ers, and Commissioner’ Bennie 
Beckham took time to ask that a 
long-delayed project be completed. *‘A 
long way back, the Commission agreed 
to do some road work for the people at 
Shiloh Community,’”’ said Beckham, 
“‘and the work still hasn’t been done. 
As a departing request, I would like to

Judge Gamble Rules County Not In Contempt 


A ruling was issued Wednesday of 
this week on a _contempt-of-court 
hearing in the civil suit filed against the 
Coffee County commissioners that 
resulted in their being ordered to 
construct a jail in the Enterprise 
division of Coffee County. 

The ruling by Judge Arthur Gai.zble 
found that the commissioners had not 
complied with former orders of the court 
but didn’t hold them in contempt. He 
noted that four of the commissioners

were to be replaced on January 19; the 
county had reached its constitutional 
debt limit for ad valorem tax, and that 
hew sources of revenue must be found 
to finance the construction. 

Judge Gamble ordered that the 
defendants report immediately to his 
court the action taken by themat the 
January 15 (today) meeting to select an 
architect for the jail project. 

The court order also requires that 
the new county commission report 


within 90 days of their induction into 
office, what definite steps they have 
taken in order to comply with the former 
orders of the court. 


Gamble also retained jurisdiction of 
the defendants - Bennie C. Beckham, 
Max Reeves, Don Smith and Jack 
Hornsby - for any fucther order the 
court may issue.

have been keeping up with the weekly trend in interest 
es and have expressed excitement for the past couple of 


weeks when there have been drops in the rates on the national 


level. Now we must report a change of direction as there is a 
reversal and the rates have jumped again this week. I guess 
this means there are no fast solutions to all our economic 
problems. 


For the past several weeks ye ole editor has been spending 
some additional time reading and studying the comments of 
the economists in an effort to learn just which way the 
economy is going, both in the near term and over the next five 
or ten years. If we read the wisdom of one or maybe two of 
these self-anointed experts, we may have a pretty good idea 
of what is happening, but. . . . . if we read the opinions of 
three or more of these experts, we are completely lost. 
Typical of this was a Wall Street Journal headline recently 
where six or eight ‘‘experts’’ predicted the prime interest 
rates anywhere from 9% to 30% in 1981. Probably the 9% 
man is lower than reality, and hopefully the 30% man is also; 
but odds are that we will have high interest rates for a while. 


There were a bunch of folks present Thursday evening at the 
public hearing on the connector road proposed by the State 
Highway Department. Those present were shown proposed 
routes on maps that would let folks know exactly where the 
road would be located. We have supported this project from 
its inception and continue to do so. Something we haven't 
praised enough, however, is the thought it will take a lot of 
traffic off this Whitewater Bridge. . . .the bridge from WPA 
days that has a curve and a hill on the narrow structure.

Rayfield Reynolds - Cabinet Maker 
Wood Worker - Carpenter 


Rayfield Reynolds, was 
only 13 years old when he 
built his first piece of wood- 
work - a combination meal 
and flour bin - made from 
poplar. ‘‘From the time | 
was a little boy, I always 
wantéd to work with wood,’’ 
said the owner of Reynolds 
Cabinet Shop in Elba. 

During the next few 
years, he worked on ‘‘first 
one thing, then another,”’ in 
the field of woodworking. 
Then in the 30's, he repaired 
the old peanut mill, which 
was located in Newtown. ‘‘I 
did so well on that job, the 
foreman wanted me to work 
on something else - so I built 
a peanut-shelling plant out of 
wood.’’ That was at age 21. 

Two years later, Reynolds 
constructed the first peanut 
blancher - that is a machine 
to remove the husks from 
peanuts. “That peanut 
butter we made was almost 
like mayonnaise - it was so 
smooth,”’ he said proudly. 
*‘We used half and half of 
No. 1 Spanish and No. 1 
Runners. That was the first 
real good peanut butter that 
was made. I worked at the 
peanut mill in New Brockton 
~ the Southland Peanut But- 
ter Company - owned by Mr. 
Harris Murphy.” 


“We started carrying 
samples of the peanut butter 
down to the depot, sending 
them off to various compan- 
ies, and within a year, we 
had seven trucks running day 
and night delivering the 
peanut butter.”’ 


Then in ‘*’46 or ’47 I built 
*50 vans for Dorsey Trailers, 
which was situated where tlie 
resent-day Western. Auto is 
ated. From those sam- 
ples Dorsey got their fitst 
multi-million-dollar contract, 
and moved the plant to its 
present location.’” 


After tie war, Reynolds 
participated in various train- 
ing programs for D.O. stu- 
dents at the Elba schools, 
and on government pro- 
grams, such as CETA. 
“Practically everyone I train- 
ed has gone out and done 
something with that experi- 
ence."’ 

‘Then, about a year after 
Mr. Pete Dorsey died, I left 
the company (Dorsey's) and 
built a shop at my house. I 
later moved to the present 
shop here on Jackson 
Street.’’ (Between Taylor 
Mill Road and the Opp 
Highway.) 

**We are presently build- 
ing round tables,”’ said Rey- 
nolds, ‘‘and we send them all 
over the United States, and 
have sent six to Germany.’’ 

*‘We've built lots of office 
and school furniture,’ he 
continued, ‘‘and built all the 
furnishings for the science 
room at Zion Chapel School. 


The furniture constructed 
at the Reynolds shop is made 
from practically every kind of 
wood available, * which is 
obtained from the various 
lumber and. saw. amills 
around. 

At the present time, only 
his son, Patrick, and daugh- 
ter-in-law, Liz, are employed 
with him. Liz only works 
part-time, however. 


Reynolds’ next project is 
to establish a research pro- 
gram - that is experimenta- 
tion with various kinds of 
wood - i.e., if someone wants 
a certain piece of furniture 
from a special kind of wood - 
he will “attempt to construct 
it. At that time, he hopes to 
have some of his trainees 
back to belp him. 


Reynolds is a Coffee 
County native, having grown 
up ‘‘about five miles out in 
the country from here.’’ He 


is married to the former 
Jessie Mae Gray, the daugh- 
ter of Rey. D.W. Gray, and 
has been for 45 years. They 
are the parents of four 


children - a daughter each in 
Boston and St. Louis; two 
sons - Patrick and Bernard, 
of Elba. (One son, Raymond, 
is dead.)

Years ago our research 
people and growers thought 
the months of December and 
January were the ideal 
months to prune peach trees. 
However, we learned the 
bes: time in South Alabama 
is from about January 20 
through the month of Febru- 
ary. We know that pruning 

aches in December and the 
irst two-thirds of January 
often results in cold injury 
and excessive loss of trees. 


FRUIT 

Recommended peach 
varieties for Coffee County 
are Springcrest, June Gold, 
Maygold, Redbird, Sentinel, 
Harvester, Loring, Summer- 
gold, Winblo, Redskin, Dixi- 
land, Springold. These 
varieties are desirable for the 
southern part of the state 
because they have low chil- 
ling requirements. Incident- 
ally, if you would like a white 
peach for home use, use the 
Belle of Georgia. It has a 
high chiiling requirement 
and may not perform well; 
however, it is worth trying. 

Are you interested in 
planting a few apples? Two 
red type varieties which do 
well here are Brodgen and 
Anna. Three recommended 
yellow types are Wiregrass, 
Dorsett Golden and Ein 
Sheimer. Plant one or more 
red types with one or more 
yellow types for good pollina- 
tion. The Ein Sheimer is a 
good pollinator for the Anna 
variety. Recommended pear 
varieties are Orient, Bald- 
win, Kieffer and Moonglow. 
A new 20-page booklet, Fruit 
Culture in Alabama, is avail- 
able at our office.

PECANS 

Get ready to fertilize 
pecan trees soon, The 
“greatest mistake the individ- 
‘ual pecan grower makes is 
failure to fertilize early in the 
season. Pecan trees, whether 
in an orchard or an individual 
tree, should be fertilized with 
a mixed fertilizer plus ammo- 

ium nitrate the first of 
ebruary. A soil test is the 

‘most accurate way to deter- 
mine your trees’ needs, 

This year’s pecan crop 
will be made on the new 
growth, Getting fertilizer and 
nitrogen down early-Febru- 
ary 1 - will enable your trees 
to make rapid growth when 
the weather warms up. 

Also, remove all the dead 
limbs from underneath the 
trees, plus the dead leaves, 
hulls and worthless pecans. 
Either burn these things or 
put them in a gully some- 
‘where. 


FARMER’S TAX GUIDE 

We have copies of the 
1980 Farmer’s Tax Guide 
available. This is an 82-page 
booklet which should be very 
helpful to individual farmers 
who are filing their own 
income taxes. 

Incidentally, I certainly 
recommend that Coffee 
County farmers seek profes- 
sional tax help if necessary in 
filling out their returns this 
year. There are usually some 
changes in the law which 
many people are not aware 
of. Don't be afraid to ask the 
person who is preparing your 
tax to help you realize the full 
benefits of the tax laws.

INTEREST 
For the first time in the 


southeast, banks, credit 
unions, and savings and 
loans associations, who 


choose to offer them, will be 
able to offer accounts on 
which checks can be written 
and on which interest can be 
paid. Advertisements for 
interest paying checking 
accounts to be available 
January 1981 are already 
appearing on bill boards, 
television, radio, and in the 
printed media. 

These accounts are offi- 
cially called NOW accounts. 
The letters N.O.W. stand for 
Negotiated Order of With- 
drawal. Individual institu- 
tions however may use their 
own special name for these 
accounts. 

It sounds like a great idea 
but is it a good idea for you? 
Answer the following seven 
questions to determine if 
NOW accounts are a good 
idea for you: 

1. What is the minimum 
balance required to avoid 
service fees? If the con- 
sumer is to both receive 
interest and avoid service 
charges, he will be required 
tomaintain a minimum 
balance ranging from $500 to 
$2000 on the NOW account. 
Some institutions will offer 
lower minimum balances for 
persons over 65. 

2. How is minimum 
balance determined? A 
common method to be used 
to determine minimum 
balance is to total the account 
at the end of each business 
If the balance on the 
account falls below the 
minimum balance at any 
time in any amount the 
customer will be charged a 
service fee. A more favor- 
able method of determining 
minimum balance for the 
consumer is the daily ave- 
rage method, where high 
Balance days will offset low 
balance days. 

3. How much are the ser- 
vice fees? Service fees 
normally will not be charged 
if minimum balance is main- 
tained. If balance falls below 


‘the’ minimum during the 


month a fee ranging from 
$5.00 to $8.00 will be 
charged. Some institutions 
plan to charge no fee for 
checks written against the 
NOW accounts. Other insti- 
tutions plan to charge check 
fees if the balance falls below 
the minimum required to 
avoid other service fees. 
Some institutions will allow 
the customer to write a 
specific number of checks 
usually 15 to 21 with no 
charge, but charges will be 
assessed for all checks over 
this number. 

4. How much interest 
will be paid on the account? 
Maximum interest payable 
on these new accounts is set 
by law at5% percent. Lower 
rates may be paid. 

5. How is the interest 
calculated? The best interest 
deal for the consumer is 
interest figured on money 
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Don't Miss This Opportunity 
SALE BEGINS THURSDAY ,JANUARY 15th AT 8:00 
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from day of deposit to day of 
withdrawal (DDWD). Some 
NOW accounts will pay 
interest by the DDWD 
method but others will pay 
interest on the lowest bal- 
ance in the account during 
the month. The difference in 
dollars and cents between 
these calculated methods can 
be a substantial sum over a 
period of time. For more 
information see Lesson 6 of 
Being Dollar Wise Makes 
Cents Home Study Course. 

6. How much money dol 
usually keep In my checking 
account? You need to know 
your banking habits. Let's 
suppose that your average 
checking account balance is 
$500. In one NOW account a 
constant balance of at least 
$1,500 is required to avoid 
service fees. To obtain this 
balance you must transfer 
$1,000 from an account cur- 
rently paying seven percent 
interest. Figure out your net 
gain or loss by: 

*Computing the interest 
you would lose if you took 
money out of this account, 
To do this multiply the 
interest rate by the amount 
transferred and divide by 12. 
(7% x $1,000 + 12 = 


$5.83). 


*Next compute the 
interest you expect to earn 
per month on the new NOW 
account. Multiply the inte- 
rest rate you expect to 
receive by your new antici- 
pated average balance then 
divide by 12. (S% x $1,500 
+ 12 = $6.56). 

*Finally, determine the 

difference between the two 
results. ($6.56 interest 
earned on the NOW account 
minus $5.83 lost on the 7% 
account equals a 73 cents 
gain if you transfer to the 
NOW account.) If, however, 
your balance during the 
month dropped below the ' 
minimum you would be 
charged a service fee wiping 
out your net gain and result- 
ing in a net loss.
